Yea,ſome of them rioting about the 
City, (whereof the Ringleader was Henry Kollim) cry» 
ed out as they went , Repent and be yebaptized, other- 
wiſe will the heavy wrath of God fall upon yau ! Thele 
things bapened about the end of the yearM.D.XXXIII. 
and the beginning of M. D. XXXIV. Some honeſt- 
hearted and harmleſs men, partly out of an apprehen= 
ſion of divine wrath (as they made them believe) part- 
Iy for fear of men,ſuffered themſclyes to be waſhed in 
the layer of Ln2b:p1iſm. Forzthe Anabepiiſis leaving 
eheir dennes, broke into the City without any contro], 
and with an unanimous violence aſſaulting the Market 
place, they ſoon poſſefſe themſelves of the Palace and 
che Magazine,ſentencing with loud conclamations and 
ſuch as required a greater voice then that of Stentoy, 
chat all were to be deſtroyed as ſo many Heathens and 
Reprobates, that did not embrace Anabaptiſm. In this 
eumule, a certain young man of Burch/enford was kil- 
led. This gave occafion both to the Papiſis.and to thoſe 
of the Reformation to provide for their ſafety, Theſe 
chiefeſt Patrons of chcAnabapriſtical Hereſy were, Bey-

Being enticed by theſe propoliti- 
oNS,husbands and wives leaving all behind them, came 
in ſwarms to Munſter, A great number of the more re- 
Iigious Inhabitans looking on that ſtrange rabble as an 
inſufferable grievance to their City,)cft it to the diſpo- 
ſal of the Anabaptiſts, who being by this means in- 
creaſed in number, became alſo more extravagant , de- 
graded the Senatc,and choſe another out ofthemſelyes, 
wherein were Conſuls , Gerard Knippenburgh, and 
Bernard Knipperdoling, whole Efbgics is the enſuing.
